None of these gave positive, character- 
istic signs or symptoms of cancer, 
but all gave signs and symptoms 
which are sometimes, although not al- 
ways, associated with cancer. 

“There were only two reasons why

One more > turtle will finish the 
series that has run in this column 
for the past few days. This species, 
in many ways, is the most interest- 
ing of all the turtles of Georgia. It 
represents a definite advance in an 
aver-specialized group; a genus that 
has been markedly successful in go- 
ing far ahead of its relatives. 

The next time you happen to be 
in the state museum, look for the 
fossil turtles. These specimens are 
not prepared according to the best 
paleontological practice, but they are 
immediately recognizable as turtles. 
You will observe that they are made 
in much the same manner as the 
hard-shelled terrapins we know today. 
The more detailed your examination, 
the more closely the fossil and living 
emydoid turtles would seem. 

The ultimate of our fresh water 
species, however, is the soft-shelled 
turtle. Instead of the  high-arched 
dome, the shell is definitely flat. 
is nothing hard ubout the ani- 
mal’s shell except the radigl ribs, 
which are not fused, but free of eacb 
other. The edge of the animal's body 
is soft and quite flexible. The legs 
are heavy wih widely webbed feet, 
making the animal a powerful swim- 
ner in a group of animals with which 
proficiency in swimming is the order 
of the day. The head is a remarkable | 
feature; instead of the curving! 


beak «commonly observed on turtles, 
the nose is produced into a long 
sneut that projects far beyond the 
line of the jaws. 

In color, our animals are brown, 
the young bearing an irregular pat- 
tern of brown spots and a brown 
stripe around the border of the flat 
body. The undersurface 4 white with 
a faint tinge of pink. Need I say that 
the meat is white and of a particular- 
ly fine flavor? 

The best exhibit of snapping tur- 
tles I have ever seen is in the new 
quarter- -million-dollar reptile house 
in the national zoological park in 
Washington. I suppose there were 
eight of the large size in a big tank; 
it was a tank full of motion, too, for 
the animals were never still. ‘Their 
feeding habits are much the same as 
those of other turtles. 

If you expect to keep some soft- 
shelled turtles in captivity, always 
provide surfaces that are smooth and 
glassy. Otherwise the body will be 
severely scratched beneath, biflections 
will set in, and you will lose your 
specimens. ‘The body is extremely 
tender and liable to injury. 

Keep one in a_ glass tank and 
watch the neck stretch out as the 
animal breathes without swimming 
for the surface. The neck of a soft- 
shell 10 inches long will reach nearly 
another 10 inches.

CIVIL WAR DANGER 
GROWS IN SPAIN 


Catalonian Separatists 
Prepare for Withdrawal 
by Force. 


MADRID, June 13.—(UP)—Dan- 
ger of civil war in the Spanish repub- 
lic threatened today with Catalonians 
openly demanding a break from the 
rest of Spain and formation of a 
separate state in the north. 

Prime Minister Ricardo Samper ad- 
mitted the seriousness of the threat 
to his regime when he declared the 
leaders of Catalonia had “‘placed them- 
selves in a revolutionary attitude 
against the central state.” 

Catalonian leaders secretly prepar- 
ed for rebellion. Arms were distribut- 
ed to the men in the hills. Secret 
meetings were held at which agitators 
demanded a break with Spain—long 
threatened by Catalonian separatists. 

The threat was seen as the most se- 
‘vere test the three-year-old republic 
has faced. Madrid leaders favoring a 
strong federal government fought to 
preserve the union, but dissension in 
many quarters weakened their power, 

The Catalonians were said to have 
the support of farm-labor blocs, both 
powerful. Farmers were ready to 
walk from their fields again to aid 
the rebellion designed to set up a 
Catalonian republic on the uneasy pe- 
ninsula. 

Monarchists watched the struggle 
hopefully, expecting it to weaken the 
republic and strengthen their cause 
for the return of Alfonso XIII to his 
throne. 

Prime Minister Samper was bitter 
against the withdrawal of the so-called 
esquerra or leftist bloc from the Ma- 
drid parliament yesterday, as part of 
the Catalonian uprising threat. 
move followed the Catalonian parlia- 
ment’a second approval of the land 
law which Madrid had declared uncon- 
stitutional. It covers contracts be- 
tween farmers and landowners, con- 
cerning rents and percentages of crops 
paid by tenant farmers to owners. 

The Madrid federalists insisted the 
law, while good in many ways, should 
be enacted by the federal government 
—not the states. The Catalonians 
made this point their issue, and the 
uprising threat grew apace.

“Tf I have my choice,” said Mr. 
Ramspeck today, “I will accept the 
chairmanship of the civil service com- 
mittee, because I have always heen 
interested in the welfare of federal 
employes.” 

Many federal employes in Georgia 
will be interested in the bill which Mr. 
Ramspeck’s committee reported out 
today, because, if enacted into law, 
it will permit them to name their own 
beneficiaries instead of permitting 
their estate to be administered by an 
executor or administrator.

Next year, 1935, which Mussolini 
has called the “Napoleonic year,” the 
Saar district must decide by plebiscite 
whether the people want to adhere ‘to 
the German reich or to France, or 
remain as they are today administered 
by a commissioner for the League 
of Nations. The Saar is a rich dis- 
trict. It has coal mines, manganese 
iron mines and kali mines. It was 
given to France for exploitation after 
the war in compensation for the mines 
the Germans had destroyed, in the 
north of France during the war. But 
the people of the Saar are Germans. 
There are about 10,000 Frenchmen 
living there now, but the Saar is 
German. 

I doubt not but that the people of 
the Saar will vote in favor of Ger- 
many. Germany, however, might 
spoil her own favorable vote by per- 
secuting Catholics in the reich, in 
which event the inhabitants of the 
Saar will hesitate to join the reich, 
for the Saar is predominantly Catho- 
lic. Now the German government 
fully counts on recovering the Saar. 
But both Herr Goering and Doctor 
| Goebbels, two of Hitler's cabinet min- 
'isters, have promised that if Ger- 
/'many gets the Saar back, those wh» 
voted against Germany in the forth- 
coming plebiscite will be punished. 
“T want 48 hours,” declared Herman 
Goering, recently, “to clean up on 
the traitors who vote against’ the 
reich. In a pinch I-can clean up in 
24 hours.”

Because too quick cooling of the 
body or chilling after any strenuous 
play, work or exercise is likely to 
cause soreness, stiffness or lameness 
of the muscles, people ignorant of 
physiology often imagine that it 1s 
dangerous to suppress sweating or to 
cool the body suddenly in any circum- 
stanee.

The purpose of sweating is not to 
eliminate or excrete any harmful or 
poisonous substance, but only to coor 
the body.

There is no objection whatever to 
suppressing the sweating in a limited

were kept cooled or warmed to ap- 
proximately normal body temperature, 
such painting would be harmless.

FREEZING-UP WASHINGTON, June 13.—The White House is 
beginning to show inner signs of getting just 
a little hard-boiled about things in general. ee: 

There is less and less tendency toward conciliation and com- 
promise, and a noticeable trend toward doing what it pleases and 
letting its critics go hang. 

No important effort has been made to appease objections to the 
NRA, AAA, etc. A rather strong hand has been taken in the con- 
gressional program (stock market, securities, housing and labor 
board). Likewise, in connection with the Tugwell nomination, some 
democratic senators heard that, if they could not see their way clear 
to support Professor Tugwell, they would hear about it later. 

Most presidents get around to this point after the first year. 
They find they cannot please everyone, or even conduct their busi- 
ness in an open way. Too many politicians take unfair advantage 
of them. Too many so-called friends double-cross them. 

Anything they do will be criticized, so they might as well do 
what they want. That is probably the way they figure it out. 


VACATION Something of that strong feeling is manifest in ar- 
rangements President Roosevelt is making for his 
Hawaiian trip. 

Most presidents have been afraid to go any distance from Wash- 
ington for their Vacations even in placid times. Mr. Coolidge broke 
a record when he went as far as the Black Hills one summer. He 
would not go that far until he was assured he could get back to 
Washington within 20 hours. Mr. Hoover called off his national 
parks tour one summer because of a drouth, which was not as bad 
as the present one. 

Mr. Roosevelt is going to take six weeks to go to Honolulu, 
but, what is nfore important, he is making arrangements which will 
get him further away than the distance indicates. Present plans pro- 
vide that not only will he take none of his three secretaries along, 
but no newspaperman will be permitted on his boat. 


SOLITUDE Only three newsmen will be permitted to go along 

instead of the normal retinue of 10 to 20. These 
three will go aboard a destroyer which will stay three miles away 
from the presidential cruiser. Their only contact with the cruiser 
will be by radio. No arrangements are being made for them to see 
the president. They might as well be in Washington. 

These arrangements are without precedent. Mr. Hoover’s news 
corps traveled with him on his South American cruise. Mr. Wil- 
son’s newsmen accompanied him to Paris on his boat. 

The explanation offered by the White House is that space on 
the cruiser will not accommodate any White House staff or news- 
men. Also that Mr. Roosevelt does not like to take civilians aboard 
naval ships. The real reason probgbly is that he wants a good rest 
without bothering about news or anything else. 

The arrangements are more remarkable because, up to now, the 
press has been given unusual facilties for getting White House news. 

Before Mr. Roosevelt’s cruiser is a mile out to sea, the rumors 
will probably start in Wall Street that he is ill or what not. At 
least that is what happened when he took a few days on the Nour- 
mahal last winter. When he came back from that trip he found 
strikes breaking all around the place and his opposition running 
wild. 


JAPANESE The Japanese nearly put over a lightning-fast diplo- 

matic play on Mr. Roosevelt during the visit of 
Prince Konoye. All is fair in love, war and diplomacy, but our of- 
ficials are still growling about this one. 

The Japanese have been pressing us ever Since we recognized 
Russia to get Mr. Roosevelt or State Secretary Hull to go to Tokyo 
on a good-will visit. They want to offset the diplomatic effects of 
Russian recognition 

Soon after Prince Konoye lunched with Mr. Roosevelt the other 
day, a Japanese official tipped an American newsman that the presi- 
dent had talked about receiving a delegation of Japanese statesmen 
in Hawaii.

In fact, dispatches came right back from Tokyo Stating that the 
Japanese were delighted at Mr. Roosevelt’s “suggestion.” 


COUNTERACTION That got under the skin of the White 


House a little and word was passed out 
that the president did*not know what the Japanese were talking 
about. Thereupon, a Japanese spokesman here came forth with an 
off-the-record statement that he did not remember that the presi- 
dent had said quite that. 

What happened, he said, was that Prince Konoye suggested it 
would be nice if the president could go to Tokyo and the president 
replied he had thought about it, ‘but it would be impossible. 

Then a state department official herded in all newsmen and let 
it be known that the president had no intention of receiving any 
Japanese statesmen in Hawaii or elsewhere. 

That word has not reached Tokyo and probably never will.

Cummings, in 90 Days, 
Secures Passage of Court 
Procedure Uniformity 
Law That Had Lain Dor- 
mant for Generation. 


BY DAVID LAWRENCE. 


WASHINGTON, June 13.—Only 
the spectacular attracts attention as 
a rule—hence, one of the most impor- 
tant pieces of legislation in the his- 
tory of the United States, which has 
been adopted by congress and is about 
to be signed by President Roosevelt, 
has escaped general notice, 

The public is impatient of the de- 
lay and technicalities of the courts— 
and so are the lawyers. After 25 
years of agitation the American Bar 
Association gave up hope of getting 
congress to simplify procedure in the 
federal courts. That was two years 
ago. But Attorney-General Homer 
Cummings took up the fight and, after 
an announcement on March 14 of this 
year that he had President Roosevelt's 
unqualified approval, he pressed con- 
gress for the adoption of the much- 
needed law which empowers the su- 
preme court of the United States to 
prescribe hereafter the rules of prac- 
tice and procedure in actions at law 
in the federal trial courts. 

Widely Indorsed. 

In less than 90 days, Mr. Cum- 
mings, therefore, has obtained what for 
more than a generation has been side- 
tracked in congress. For the proposal 
had been approved by President Wil- 
son, President Taft and President 
Coolidge and by Attorneys-General Me- 
Reynolds, Gregory, Palmer, Stone and 
by former Senator Sutherland, ngw a 
member of the supreme court of the 
United States, all of whom urged 
congress to act. National organiza- 
tions of various kinds, including 46 
state bar associations, had indorsed 
the movement. But, notwithstanding 
the widespread approval, there was 
delay and opposition and not until 
the present session was a vote reached,

Cummings and with Senator Ashurst, 
of Arizona, democrat, chairman of the 
senate judiciary committee, and Rep- 
resentative Summers, of Texas, demo- 
crat, chairman of the house judiciary 
committee, who insisted these diffi- 
culties could be overcome. : 

The new legislation means that 
hereafter the federal ‘rial courts will 
be governed by uniform procedures 
and that this will be formulated by 
the supreme court of the United 
States. Undoubtedly it will have the 
effect of causing the state courts to 
follow more and more the rules that 
will have been laid down for the fed- 
eral courts. In this way uniformity 
will have been achieved. i 
Up to now the question of rules 
for federal practice has been largely 
governed by what the practice was in 
each state. This has led to much con- 
fusion. Only congress could by law 
change the situation, and it was ob- 
viously impossible for congress to rem- 
edy the defects by a new law. Henee, 
the delegation of the job to the su- 
preme court of the United States. 

Many Procedure Appeals. 

A study made several years ago re- 
vealed that out of a total of 22,986 
points ruled upon by the state and 
federal appellate courts during a 
given period, 12,259 points or more 
than 53 per cent related to matters 
of practice and procedure and that 
during the same period about 49.8 per 
cent of the points ruled upon by the 
federal courts related to procedure 
alone. 

It is expected that a special as- 
sistant attorney-generil will be ap- 
pointed as an administrative aid to 
the supreme court ‘in preparing the 
new ruies and that. in promulgating 
the rules of practice and procedure 
in actions at law, the supreme court 
will follow a system iike that which 
was used by the court in connection 
with the last revision of the equity 
rules and will look to the legal pro- 
fession generally for assistance and 


“Courts exist to vindicate and en- 
force substantive rights,”’ said Attor- 
ney-Genera] Cummings when he start- 
el 90 days ago on the crusade for 
the new law. “Procedure is merely 
the machinery designed to secure an 
orderly presentation of legal contro- 
versies. If that machinery is so com- 
plicated that it serves to delay jus- 
tice or to entrap the unwary, it is not 
functioning properly and should be 
overhauled.” 

The new law will mark a milestone 
in the judicial practice of America 
and undoubtedly will be followed by 
similar revisions of state court prac- 
tice and procedure.

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., June 13.—It 
wasn't the general idea of a motion 


picture career that guided me. to Hol- 
lywood. It Was an ambition to work. 
under the direction of a man named 
Frank Capra. This was the result of 
seeing “Lady for a Day” and, more 
specifically and more recently, “It 
Happened One Night.” I understand 
I am far from alone in this ambition, 
but “hope springs eternal” as they 
say. 

This is not my first visit to Hol- 
lywood - « » It’s my third. It is my 
initial visit, however, so far as pie- 
tures are concerned. So, it isn’t easy 
for me to tell you how I like Hollr- 
wood even though the first visit was 
for a period of five months: my seec- 
ond for two months. In the opinion 
of most people, that should have given 
me plenty of time to make up my 
mind. It didn’t because, on those 
trips, I came out for a vacation and 
to be entertained. 


Quite frankly, now, T am lonesome 
and not particularly happy. I am 
lonesome because I must know people 
well to enjoy them and I know only 
five people in Hollywood well. I am 
not particularly happy because I am 
not working, as yet, and, when I am 
idle, IT am always unhappy. Of course.

I have been three years on the 
stage and IT signed the Columbia con- 
tract during the run of “She Loves 
Me Not.”

That trip was a unique experience

WASHINGTON, June 13.—(?)—~ 
House agriculture committee approval 
Was given today to a bill by Majority 
Leader Byrns, of Tennessee, to set up 
grading standards for tobacco.

The .» measure, which Byrns hopes 
to get through this session, sets out 
that “without uniform standards of 
classification and inspection, the 
evaluation of tobacco is susceptible 
to speculation, manipulation and con- 
trol, and unreasonable fluctuations in 
prices and quality. Determinations 
occur which are deterimental to pro- 
ducers and persons handling tobacco 
in interstate and foreign commerce.”

MACON, Ga., June 13.—(P)}—A 
published report that 19,000 persons 
in Macon and Bibb county have been 


starving by more or less rapid de- 
grees, was described today as “a sor- 
did, sad story but not in the least 
overdrawn” by Mrs. Frances J. Hat- 
taway, in charge of charity agencies 
operating in the city. 

An auditor’s report on the fed- 
eral emergency relief administration 
showed 13,437 negroes and 5,77 
white persons on relief rolls, receiv- 
ing an average of $4.25 a month j m3 
person. The FERA spent $125,000 
here last month. 

The city and county were described 
as not in worse condition than other 
similarly situated communities by the 
Macon Telegraph, which said the lo- 
cal problem would be acute if the 
federal government support is with- 
drawn. 

“The state has many other commut- 
nities of the kind,” the Telegraph 
said. “The poor have been suffer- 
ing. Not only the poor—but_ the 
class unwilling to admit poverty 


have been suffering, too. Their 
pride kept them from standing iw the 
bread line. 

“The president’s message a few 
days ago was read with more inter- 
est thah any message ever sent he- 
fore from the White House to the 
people of this country. He said he 
wanted the people to live as Ameri- 
cans should live.- The 19,000 in this 
community can hardly understand his 
language.

The new proposal is in four’ sec- 
tions. The first gives the chief execu- 
tive the authority to establish a 
board or boards “authorized and di- 
rected to investigate issues, facts, 
practices or activities of employers or 
employes in any contyoversies arising 
under said act or iulbedrion its effec- 
tiveness.” 

Section 2 empowers the board 
“when it shall appear in the public 
interest” to order and conduct any 
election by secret ballot to determine 
by what person or persons or organi- 
zations they desire to be represented 
“in order to insure the right ‘of em- 
ployes to organize and to select their 
representatives for the purpose of col- 
lective bargaining as defined in Sec- 
tion 7-A of said act (national recoév- 
ery).” 

A board conducting a secret elec- 
tion would have the authority to call 
for the production of pertinent docu- 
ments or demand the appearance of 
witnesses to give testimony under 
oath. 

An order issued by the board would 
be enforced by any federal court of 
competent jurisdiction, 

Subject to Approval. . 

Rules and regulations prescribed 
by the board are made subject to the 
approval of President Roosevelt 
through provisions: in the third sec- 
tion. The fourth section carries the

New Juvenile Home Will Provide — 
Proper Segregation of Children 


Judge Garland Watkins, of the Ful- 
ton county juvenile court, has been 
assured, he said Wednesday, that 
when the recently purchased building 
for enlargement of county facilities is 
remodeled, provision will be made for 
proper segregation of children who 
have to be held in the Juvenile De- 
tention Home, 

One of the reasons for the pur- 
chase of the building, which has been 
occupied by the Southern Bell Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Company, was to 
fill the urgent need for new quarters 
for the detention home. 

Now located on Central avenue, at 
the rear of the courthouse, the deten- 
tion home is housed in a _ building 
erected during Civil War days. It is 
dilapidated, crumbling from age and 
utterly unsuitable for the purpose. Its 
accommodations are so limited tbat 
the only segregation possible is by 
sexes and race. Young boys and girls 
of tender age, held only because the 
court cannot locate parents or friends 
who can provide a decent home, are 
placed in the same wards with hard- 
ened young criminals in their ’teens. 

With the new quarters soon to be 
available, it will be possible, Judge 
Watkins has been assured, to keep 
the more innocent youngsters separat- 
ed from the more hardened inmates 
and thus prevent much of the contami- 
nation of youthful minds and souls 
that. is now unavoidable. 

“The new quarters,” said Judge

his is easier to do in small house- 
holds where only a mother’s helper 
or at most two maids are employed, 
where the owner of the house and 
the maids are working together and 
nobody feels that it.is beneath her to 
‘perform any household tasks. In larg- 
er households this question of do- 
mestic service becomes more compli- 
eated and I think that we are going 
to find ourselves obliged to make do- 
~ gt service a real business occupa- 
ion, 

We have seen in New York an ex- 
periment where maids were trained 
and went out on an eight-hour-day 
basis, taking their food with them 
and performing certain tasks in the 
household but neither sleeping nor 
eating there. 

Some people found this a very ad- 
mirable arrangement, others com- 
plained panne § that it was not feasi- 
ble and special difficulties were found 
where children were concerned. 

I think it may be difficult to 
achieve a complete standard of hours 
in a household where nurses or gov- 
ernesses form part of the establish- 
ment because they are more nearly 
on the basis of executives and are 
always allowed to vvork as many hours 
as is considered necessary. They have 
the interest of the position itself at 
heart as the executive has the inter- 
| ests of the business as a whole in his 
mind, and are not concerned only 
'with the wage scale and how many 
hours are necessary to earn a stated 
sum of money. 

A mother, a nurse or a governess 
is in this category where children are 
concerned, but they should have fixed 
| times for recreation when they are 
| free from responsibility, for they need
